The clotting of your blood is what 
keeps you from bleeding to death 
when a blood vessel is cut or brok­ 
en. Anything that damages the inner 
lining of your blood vessels can trig­ 
ger the process. 
Thus, although clotting is a life- 
saving mechanism, it can play havoc 
under certain abnormal conditions. 
Infections, such as rheumatic fever, 
j that attack the inner lining of the 
heart 
itself, 
aneurysm 
(abnormal 
widening of a segm ent of an artery), 
and hardening of the arteries can all 
damage these vessels and start the 
j formation of a clot, even when there 
I is no cut or break. 
This type of d ot is called “ throm­ 
bosis.” 
Such a dot usually adheres loosely 
to the vessel wall, but sooner or 
la ter it is apt to break loose. It then 
becom es a foreign body in your cir­ 
culation. 
As it travels down an artery, the 
channels through which it passes be­ 
come progressively narrower until it 
com es to a point where it can pro­ 
ceed no further. Such a dot is called 
an “ embolus.” 
There is a sudden cutting off of 
the blood flow below' the clot hut, 
if the vessel 
involved was small, 
collateral a rteries usually continue 
to supply the area. 
If. as som etim es happens, a large 
dot obstructs a large artery a great 
deal of tissue damage can occur be­ 
fore the small collateral vessels can 
enlarge and take over the

work load. 
When this occurs in an artery in 
the thigh, pain in the leg develops 
and no pulse will he felt in the leg.

! as an emergency, gangrene will set

The average age at 
death of C F sufferers is 10 y ears. 
Between one in fiftft and one in 1,000 
of the general population is afflicted 
with the disease. 
There is no known cure at the 
present time and it has been only 
recently , 
in 
medical 
history ,

the disease has been isolated for 
study .

Res­ 
cue workers worked round the clock 
to remove the cable and free the 
men. 
Cooper, from Tucson, Ariz., told 
this story: "We barely stepped back 
from lowering the cable w-hen we 
heard a swooshing sound coming 
on like a train. It got louder and 
louder, then it was quiet." 
Communications w e r e rigged 
through a 10-inch ventilation shaft. 
“ I was on the phone first and 
asked them if anybody was kilh'd 


at the top. You know how thoughts 
run through your mind. 
"We never found out that Jim 
Gray was dead till we got out. 
"1 was real sorry. Jim was from 
Arizona too.” 
Soon a flow of heavy woolen 
blankets came down, with playing 
cards, magazines, a razor, hot cof­ 
fee and ham sandwiches. 
Emergency 
lanterns 
illuminated 
a square room, blasted from rock, 
with a 10-foot ceiling. 
"We were busy all night talking 
to the guys on top—saying we were 
okay. We got our first meal at 
about nine Sunday morning. 
"Nine large steaks for four men, 
we enjoyed that. They were me­ 
dium done, just like we like it. 
There was gravy, mashed potatoes, 
hot rolls and coffee.”

W A SH IN G T O N 
- Just mention 
“ memorial" m Washington, and the 
battle lines start forming before 
the bugle blows. 
Everybody has a different idea 
about what it should be. It's been 
that way ever since Congress and 
the country had a hard tune de­ 
ciding where the capitol city should 
be in the first place. 
The current hassle is oter a 
memorial to the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and it’s 
been going on for tun years. 
Quietly, though, tuo statues have 
disappeared from the east steps of 
the Capitol, and there's no outcry 
to return them. 
They made the American Indians 
unhappy. 
One of the statues, called Rescue, 
portrays Oamel Roone protecting a 
pioneer mother and child from an 
Indian brandishing a tomahawk. The 
other, called Discovery, shows Chris­ 
topher Columbus pushing aside an 
almost nude Indian maiden. 
For 
years 
Indians 
have 
com­ 
plained about “ those things.” said 
Rep Tom Steed. D-Okla. 
When the east front of Ihe ( ap- 
itol was extended in 1958. the two 
statues were rrmo\ed and the ex­ 
tension commission decided to let 
them repose in limbo a while. 
They're in uonden-crated oblivion 
behind the Capitol power plant. 
Many have criticized the out-of-the 
way place for the women's suffrage 
statue in the Capitol crypt below 
the rotunda. It shows the busts of 
Lucretia Mott. Elizabeth Cady Stan­ 
ton and Susan B. Anthony rising 
from 
a 
block of white marble. 
“ Three women in a bathtub." it’s 
been dubbed by wags. 
Congress 
authorizes 
monuments, 
memorials, and fountains in Wash­ 
ington. In 1910 it created a perma­ 


nent commission of fine aits to ad­ 
vise it on designs and sites. 


Rut everybody gets in on the act. 
The commission chose for the 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt Me­ 
morial a design consisting of eight 
big concrete tablets ranging to 
16.5 feet in height. 


“ Instant Stonehenge" — referring 
to the Druid tablets of England — 
i somebody called it. The design was 
scaled down and a statue of F. D. R. 
added. 


The four sons of F. I). R. said 
1 they still didn’t like it. And that's 
j where it stands today. 


The sons’ words were mild to what 
the daughter of President Theodore 
Roosevelt said about various me­ 
morials proposed for her father. 


One suggestion in 1961 would have 
made the proposed cultural eentei 
here a memorial for her father. 
“ The hell with the cultural cen­ 
ter as a memorial.” the 76-year- 
old Alice Roosevelt Longworth said 
of that. 
A big celestial sphere on Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt Island in the Poto­ 
mac River? “ None of this ‘sanctuary 
of the free spirit’ jargon,” Mrs. 
j Longworth said. 
Finally, everybody settled on a 17- 
foot statue of T. R. to be placed in 


an o\al plaza on the river island, 
and it’s under way now.
